The Mobile liesister, tho leading dt-rn- 


coratio journal ot Albany, comes to the 
defence ot wool in this fashion: "Tn° 
duty on manufactured cotton Roo3s of 
the class generally worn throughout tbo 
United States north and south, is 35 per 
oeut. ad vsloreai. It it is a tact that tho 
duty is added to the price ot the home- 
maoufaotured article, then the people are 
taxed 35 pjr cent, oa every yard o! oot- 
ton Roods. It happens, however that 
such is not a fact. The pi ice uf cotton 
goods in this country is but very little 
higher 
than 
it 
is 
abroad; 
aud 


while we pay a little more for the higher 
grades ot cotton goods we kf ep up the 
price of cotton, and wo boild up home 
factories to add to its consumption, and 
wo arc keeping at honm hero at the south 
millions of. dollars which would other- 
wises go to foreign market?. We see no 
difference in principle bowceu tho case 
ot woolen goodfiand that ot cotton goods. 
.Now while we would like to seo woolen 
goods cheaper, we would not like to seo 
cotton goods cheaper, because ohoap cot- 
ton goods means o'leap bides of cotton." 


And it is equally true that what Mr, 


Cleveland nxans by cheap woolen goods 
means cheap wool so cheap that its rau- 
inK would be an unprofitable industry. 


Tbe JRogistor su?K88t6 that the free 


trader in wool mijht make capital m u 
district where but little if any wool is 
grown; but the free trader in cotton 
goods would find it rough sailing in any 
southern district. 


The same paper very wisely says that 


all interests in this counlry are and 
ought to be mutually dependent, and in- 
stead ot devismfj schemes to open our 
doors to foreign goods which may de- 
stroy our own factories and have us at 
the mercy ot foreign traders, wo uhould 
endeavor to protect and expand our in- 
ternal commerce. 


It then concludes, Bbowing that the 


message will do harm in the south: "So 
far as the south ie concerned, we deplore 
the introduction ot tbo free trade argu- 
ment into our politics. On that question

At 11:30 the lire was j;ot under control.

It provides lor tho appointment 
by the President, with the advice and con- 
sent ot tho Sonata, ot :i person ot scien- 
tific and practical acquaintance wlti. nah 
and fisheries as Commissioner, at a salary 
ot $3,000, such official not to hold any 
othor United States or State offlco. A mo- 
tion by Senator Ecagan to reduce the sala- 
ry to $3,000 was rejected, and the bill was 
passed. 


Senator Spoouor, from the Committee on 


PubUo Buildings and Grounds, reported fa-

tbo abuse o£ them. Alcohol was not dis- 
covered until tbo 'seventh century, al- 
though an older story exists of a monk, 
Marcus, who collected and condensed in 
wool tbo steam oE beatod white wine, and 
thon pressed out from tho woo! ft bal sam 
which bo applied to tl-.o wounds of tboso 
who fell at tho siopro of Eheims, In the 
reign of Clovis I. Ho also mixed this bal- 
sam with honoy, and producsd a cordial 
whicb brought tho moribund back to llfo. 
Clovis, however, did not wait for tho ap- 
proach of death betoro claiming his sharo 
of tho cordial. 


According to Dr. Stanford Chaillo, the 


distillation ot spirits from wine was not 
discovered till tbo twelfth century, and 
spirits did not coniu into common use as 
drinks until tho fifteenth, sixteenth and 
seventeenth centurios. Prof. Arnoldus do 
Villanova, in tho fourteenth contury, made 
a ponacod. of tho water-ot-lifo which gave 
swoot fcreatb and fortiflad the memory, 
besides boing good for sore oyos, the tooth 
ache nud tho gout, and having other won- 
derful properties. Distilled spirits came 
into use iu London in M50. and had to b9 
prohibited In 149-1. 
Michael Savonarola 


produced n treatise on making the ivator- 
ot-lifa in tho fifteenth century, which be- 
came a standard authority ou tho subjoct, 
and was followed by thoworkof Matthioli 
do Siunna. Those books gave tha start to 
brandy-making in Italy, whence tho trado 
oxtondod to lrranco. 


About 1020 tho Irish usquebaugh began 


to acquire ropuVution in England. Before 
1C01 "brand wine" had bogun to bo dis- 
tilled in tbo low countries from apples, 
pear* and malt; und in that year an or- 
dinanco was passed at Tom-nay forbid 
ding tho sale of tbo liquor except by 
apothoca-.-ios, partly "because of tho dear- 
ness o£ corn and partly because of tho 
drunkonnoss which this cheap brand wmi 
caused, to tbo groat prejudice not alono of 
homes und lives, but to tbo extreme dan 
gur of tbe souls o£ tuo drinkers, many of 
whom had died without confession." 


Tho art o£ extracting alcohol from other 


substances was gradually discovered, and 
liquors of various names came into usa 
The trado grow groat, and tho prosen" 
century has soon a now dovelopmant of i 
in the general application of tho art of 
"doctoring" liquors.
